which the whole nation is intereſted: 


for remedy whereof, it is humbly pro- 


poſed to offer, inthe following ſheets, a 


view of the laws of importation, and ex- 
portation, to and from foreign parts, and 
coaſtways; wherein they are de fective, 
and how &xaded ; together with ſome

OTwithſtanding © aforeſaid acts 
of parliament, many frauds and a- 
buſes are daily found not to be remedied 
: thereby. 


1. That very great and conſiderable 


quantities of goods, wares, and merchan- 


dizes, in bales, cheſts, trunks, boxes, 
caſks, and other package, ate often ſtow⸗ 


ed, in the cabbins, gun room, bread room, 


lazaretta, and between decks, as well as 
in the hold of almoſt all ſhips and veſ- 
ſels, arriving from parts beyond the ſeas, 
and clandeſtinely run on ſhore, without 
payment of duties, by being ſecretly con- 
veyed out of the cabbin windows, head 
doors, port holes, and other places, into 
boats and wherries continually waiting for 
that purpoſe, which the officers of the 
cuſtoms cannot poſſibly prevent, not- 
withſtanding their power of bringing on 
thore into his majeſty's ſtore-houſe all 
ſmall re of fine goods, &c.

 TOtwithſtanding the laws wk re- 
cited, for preventing the clandeſ- 
tine relanding of. bounty and drawhack 
goods, it is by experience frequently 
found, that very great quantities of ſuch 
goods are daily relanded, and even ſome- 
times before ſhips are cleared at the cuſ- 
tom houſe, and bonds given on the ex- 
portation of ſuch goods diſcharged after- 
wards by falſe certificates; beſides no 
bonds at all are given on the exportation 
of tobacco and ſome other goods, of 
which great quantities are often relanded. 
Nov to prevent ſuch clandeſtine, prac- 
tices, and remedy the ſame, for the fu- 
ture, the following particulars are hum- 
bly propoſed, cver and above the ſecu- 
rities already given by the exporters of 
bounty and drawback goods, and the ex- 
porters of thoſe goods which give no ſe- 
curity at all.
